elprocal Trade Agreement Act 
under immediate study and 
extend it by appropriate legisla- 
tion, This object must not 
ignore the legitimate safe- 
guarding of domestic industries, 
agriculture and labour 
standards.” ' . 

The precise meaning of the 
phrase “legitimate safeguarding” 
is’ regarded by foreign govetn-

the President intends to carry 
on the struggle to climinate 
fariff and quota restrictions from 
where his predecessor in the 
White House left off, diplomats 
here see the prospect of a new 
cra of burgeoning world trade.

An announcement is expected shortly coticerning the establishment 
which is’ being set up by 


important British financial and industrial orgattisations to provide capital 
for, and promote interest in, economic development in the Commonwealth. 

One half of the company’s capital—which may be between £16 
million and £25 .million—will be subscribed by the Bank of England. The 


rest will come from the various institutions which have already associated - 


themselves with the new venture, 
For a beginning, the company will probably concern itself mainly with tho 


provision of capital for comparatively small development projects. 


Its future activities 


in this direction must in any case be related to the level of internal savings and the 
balance of payments. surplus. 


The important point, however, 
Is that with Its establishment an 
organisation will exis} to co- 
ordinate the overscas develop- 
ment pions of British companies 
and channel capital inte the most 
uesful projects, ae 

Lator, It is hoped, the company 


wHI establish links with overscas |. 


capital markets 
Ruarantecing the security of 
loans made to Commonwealth 
countries, attract foreign capital 
—<specially = American—capital 
that might not otherwise be 
forthcoming for development 
purposes. 

+ Meanwhile the British Govern- 
ment has been Jn consultation 
with the International Bank on 
the subject of development loans 
to-the Commonwealth. 

As announced recently by Mr 
Butler, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, the Government has 
agreed to make £60 million of 
Sterling available to the World 
Bank over the next six years for 
lending to other Commonwealth 
countries in the Sterling Area.

BANK'S POLICY

The. types of project most 
favourcd by the World Bank are 
those considered likely to expand 
productive capacity. ‘The bulk of 

¢ Bank’'s-Joans have, therefore, 
been made to countrics In need 
ot additional capital for im- 
portant ancillary projects such 
as electric power, transportation 
foclitics and communications.

A good deal of useful develop- 
ment work is already being done 
through the agency of Common- 
wealth and’ Colonial govern- 
ments, 2s well as by private 
enterprise.- : 


ESSENTIAL STEP 


A start has been made on plans 
to attract more private American 
investment in the Common- 
wealth, and schemes are in hand 
—for-example-the Calombo- Plan 
—which, it is hoped, will lay the 
foundation for Increased foreign 
Investment In the territories 
concerned. 

But obviously a major part of 
the burden of financing develop- 
ment plans must fall on the 
countries which expect to benefit 
from them. : 

This principle was clearly 
recognised by the Commonwealti 
Primo Ministers, They pointed 
out that .the amount of savings 
which will be available from ex- 
ternal sources will at best be 
small in relation to the size of 
the development programmes of 
Sterling Commonwealth 
countries. 

“Tt ts therefore essential,” they 
stated, "that these countries 
should themselves adobdt policies 
which increase the flow of 
savings.”

Mr McNeil said that the caso, 
wos in fact a contest upon 
affidavits os to who had tho 
right to apply for registration 
of tho 12. trada marks set out in 
the Notloe of Motion. 

Counsel sald that as they 
proceeded ‘through the evidence 
there would be the indisputable 
fact that the applicants were 
tho partics who had invented 
these marks, and hoe submitted 
there were no rights in Hong- 
kong which could conccivably 
be claimed by tho respondents 
whose rights emanated in the 
first place from tho applicants. 


THE CONTEST 

Schering, A.G, were a Ger- 
man corporation, said Counsel, 
who after reading Scctlon <0 
of the Trade Marks Ordinance 
said that the Court had to 
determine the rights of the 
partics. He invited the Court 
also to refer 10 section 12(1) of 
the same Ordinance — which 
stated that, any person clalming 
to be a proprietor of a trade 
mark whore was desirous of 
registering the same must apply 
in writing to the Registrar of 
Trade Marks, So that the con- 
test was, sald Counsel, who 
had the right to call themselves 
the proprictor in Hongkong of 
the 12 trade marks,
